New York, August 23.—(AP) 
Rudolph Valentino, firm star, 
continued near death early today 
from complications growing out 
| of a double operation last week. 
Reports shortly after midnight 
that a decided change for the 
better in the star’s condition had 
occurred were said at the Poly- 
clinic hospital to be erroneous. 
Hospital authorities said that Mr. 
Valentino was sleeping fitfully 
after a night of intense suffer- 
ing from local septic poisoning 
and pleural congestion.

Director stood ready tonight to “call 
Rudolph Valentino off the screen of 
life. = 

The screen star’s life was at the 
lowest ebb sinca he was operated on

An official bulletin indicated ‘at 
Valentino’s pulse and temperature were 
at the highest they have been since 
he fell ill. 

Another physician was summoned, 
and at least four medical experts 
planned an all-night vigil at Valen- 
tino’s bedside. 

Will Know Fate Soon. 

It was stated early tonight that the 
physicians attending the stricken 
screen star expect to ow whether 
the star would live or die early to- 
merrow morning. 

He is being given morphine at in- 
tervals to quiet his nerves and deaden 
any pain that may result from the 
spreading pleurisy which attacked him 
on Saturday. 

Valentino, very weak but with mind? 
clear, appeared happily ignorant of his 
serious condition ph M. Schenck, 
who distributes Valentino’s procuc- 
tious, went to the hospital in the aft- 
ernoon with his wife, Norma ‘Tal- 
madge.

Houghton Says, 
It City Continues 


“The church is absolutely neces- 
sary in the city, for the city eventual- 
ly would go down without its re- 
straining influence,” declared the Rev.

Political Cures | 
For Agricultural 


Ills Questioned 


Washington, August 22.—(/)—Two 
former republican governors, Henry 
J. Allen, of Kansas, and Samuel P. 
McKelvie, of Nebraska, questioned the 
wisdom of political cures for agricul- 
tural ills in articles appearing in the 
September issue of The Nation’s Busi- 
ness, official organ of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 

Mr. Allen declares that conditions 
in Iowa are not typical of those else- 
where, and cites specific examples of 
prosperity among farmers in Kansas, 
while Mr. McKelvie says he is not one 
of those who believe that “unless the 
strong arm of the government inter- 
venes, the farmer is headed for the 
bow-wows.’’ 

The present condition of the Iowa 
farmer, says Mr. Allen, “is not the 
result of poor crops and bad prices,”’ 
but is the “reaction from a giant 
speculation in real estate,’’ which can- 
not be cured by law. 

“There is no legislative remedy for 
a bursted boom,” he asserts, adding 
that the time necessary for readjust- 
ment is “nature’s only remedy.’’ 

Disposition of the surplus, says Mr. 
McKelvie, is “indeed an important 
problem for the farmer to solve, and 
when I say farmer I mean exactly 
that. It may be expedient for the 
government to try to solve it, but it 
certainly is not sound, economically. 
The most the government can do is to 
help the sovereign citizen to help 
himself, bearing in mind that, when 
ths sovereignty is violated, the citizen 
becomes a dependent, a mendicant, or, 
what is worse, a member of a commu- 
nistic state,”

NORTHEAST GALE

Norfolk, Va., August 22.—(P)—A 
northeast gale that reached a veloci- 
ty of 62 miles an hour swept the Vir- 
ginia coast this morning shortly be- 
fore daybreak, sending shipping scur- 
rying to cover, battering beach re- 
sorts and doing considerable damage 
inland.

More than 5,000 white spectators 
gathered here at sunrise when the 
Hopi priests emerged from their un- 
derground kiva to begin the primitive 
rites. 

For three days previous to the open- 
of the dance the priests held, sacred 
communion with hundreds of rattlers 
under ground. No outsider wa r- 
mitted to witness the ree Als fold 
in a cave. 

When the hungry rattlers came up 
from the ground the priests, in groups 
of three, knelt before the kiva, one 
of the trio drawing forth a big snake, 
which rattled a steady and vicious 
protest and warning. 

Taking the body of the snake in 


his mouth, the priest and his two 
brothers began the dance. As he 
chanted the snake slipped farther 
through the priests’. lips until he was 
in a position to do battle. 

Then, with the speed of a rivet 
hammer, the snake buried his long 
fangs again and again in the face and 
shoulders of his “big brother.” 

The snake priest apparently didn’t 

mind, for after the trio had circled 
the plaza, the first snake was thrown 
into a pile and another obtaraed. 
_ Throughout the day. while the sun 
beat down in a merciless glare, the 
Indians kept up the dance. As one 
group of dancers fell in exhanstion an- 
other group took up the chant and 
ceremony and at the close of the day 
the baked areaa presented a spectacle 
of horror. 

Tonight the snake priests drank 
copiously of a secret and powerful 
antidote. This is a black fluid pre- 
pared by the squaws to overcome the 
poison of snake bite.

CHANGING RUSSIA. 


The Russian soviet government 
is said to be turning away from 
radicalism and toward conservatism. 
This is the statement of the Polish 
minister at Moscow, who is a close 


touch with actual governmental 
conditions in Russia as any mem- 
ber of the diplomatic corps. 

The old radicals, contemporaries 
of Lenin, are being put into the 
background, it is said, and a 
younger and more intelligent leader- 
ship developing by reason of this. 
One thing of worthy note has been 
accomplished—the establishment of 
a great civil service system by 
which merit may take the place of 
political sinecures. 

The Russian revolution of 1917 

was unavoidable in that something 
of a revolutionary nature had to 
take the place of a broken, dis- 
graced, tumbled-dynasty. But the 
leaders, Lenin and Trotsky, substi- 
tuted communism for democracy. 
They encouraged, and indeed estab- 
lished, a government of extreme 
socialism—the very antithesis of the 
government established in Italy by 
Mussolini. The latter found it nec- 
essary to put down communism, 
and accordingly cut off all political 
dead wood, threw agitators in jail, 
reorganized transportation, and then 
the police, and with an iron hand 
supplanted radicalism by conser- 
vatism. 
It is a fact that in Russia the 
communistic movement as built by 
such revolutionists as Lenin and 
Trotsky failed by its own weakness 
and by its unbridled ambition. It 
sought to hoist the red flag over 
the entire world. It coveted Amer- 
ica in particular. It sent its en- 
voys here and everywhere. But it 
takes wisdom to succeed enduring- 
ly, and the government of Russia 
developed no wisdom. It brought 
further suffering instead of relief 
to its people. . Conditions grew 
worse. And then came the reac- 
tion. Younger men took the reins 
as rapidly as possible, and broader 
vision began to break through the 
clouds of governmental abuses. 

The government of Russia is not 
what it should be now. It is grati- 
fying, however, that it is in the 
process of evolution. Distress al- 
ways brings natural evolution. 

What is taking place for the bet- 
ter in Russia is the consequence of 
a natural evolution built upon suf- 
fering. 

It is hoped that government may 
become sound and dependable and 
useful. It is a country of poten- 
tial resources, of hard working and 
resourceful people. They need 
government. 

Besides the other nations of the 
world need Russia just as- Russia 
needs them. So long as the gov- 
ernment is red there will never be 
any close relationship of a trade or 
diplomatic nature.

AUTO MENTAL INTOXICATION.

“There is no such thing as ‘auto- 
intoxication,’ if by that you mean 
poisoning of the body by something 
reabsorbed ‘into the ble@d from the 
intestinal cavity. That ¥s just a re- 
fined quack’s invention, and the best 
proof I can cite is the well known 
fact that thousands of people enjoy 
the best of health, have the best com- 
plexions and live long and prosper, 
although they have a bowel move- 
ment only once or twice a week.” 

That just can’t be so, my Chicago 
correspondent insists, for she was 
studied her own body, and she has 
learned a few remarkable things from 
experience and actual practice on her- 
self, she avers. Then :this Chicago 
critic utters a remarkable remark. 
She solemnly informs me _ that 
“Chronic diseases are made by the 
accumulation of the feaces in the cells 
of the system and there is no get- 
ting away from it.” 

I fear my Chicago friend has a bad 
case of auto mental intoxication. In 
fact I think all alleged autointoxica- 
tion is mental, not physical. It doesn’t 
happen, but the notion or fancy that 
such a thing occurs certainly injures 
the victim’s health.

“Faulty elimination.” In the nos- 
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Mr. Stewart, in retiring from the 
race for commissioner of agriculture, 
points out the paramount weakness of 
our primary system in Georgia— 

That is that a ‘nomination may be 
made with an overwhelming popular 
majority polled against the nominee. 

The Georgia primary law is not 
only wholly undemocratic, in this re- 
spect, but it literally strikes, directly 
and vigorously, at the tenets of popu- 
lar government and at the very vitals 
of the spirit of democracy in which 
our constitutional republicanism was 
cradled. 


In the first place the county unit 
system is fundamentally wrong. 

Undemocratic, of course! That is 
obvious to any student of political 
economy. . 

But it is also unfair—and all things 
that gare unfair are more or less 
vicious. 

To illustrate, Fulton county with a 
potential votifig strength of 40.000, 
couservatirely estimated, has six votes 
in the nominating convention. 

Bryan county—and scores of others 
—with a 2,000 or less potential voting 
strength has one-third as many, or two 
votes in the nominating convention. 

Is there any democracy, or any fair- 


ness, in that? 


Very well, take the provision of our 
law that requires only. a plurality of 
the total vote cast to take the county 
unit in the nominating convention— 

With four candidates for governor, 
to illustrate—as there are in Georgia 
today—any one candidate of the four 
may get only 5,000 or less votes in 
Fulton county, out of a potential vote 


d | of 40,000, and capture the unit of six 


convention votes. 

How? Because not more than 
15,000 to 18,000 votes will be polled 
and with a plurality, which can with 
four candidates be even less than 
5,000, one candidate can walk away 
with Fulton’s full convention vote, al- 
though receiving only 12} per cent of 
the potential vote or from 25 to 30 
per cent of the actual vote cast. Is 
that not plain? And— 

Is that democratic? 

It is “anything but!” 

Go back to Bryan, or any other of 
the small two-vote counties— 

With four candidates running for 
any office, of comparative strength, 
the same candidate who takes Ful- 
ton’s six votes in the convention, with 
only 5,000 out of 40,000 potential 
votes, may also take Bryan’s two votes 
in the convention with only 600 votes, 
although 14,000 votes may be polled 
against the minority—but thus legal- 
ized—“ winner.” 

What a travesty upon justice! 

And what a mockery of democracy!

Despite “Ma’s” pre-primary prom- 
ises. therefore, she is preparing to run 
it off.

more ert freely and hope has 
been renewed by reason of the state: 
ment issued by the episcopate. 

The statement Says: 

“Some enemies of our religion have 
charged the episcopate and Catholics 
with enmity towards the authorities 
and that they hinder the government’s 
action and seek foreign influences to 
bring about intervention to settle the 
religious question which at present 
perturhs the country. 

“With the purpose of denying such 
unjustified reports Archbishop Rniz 
and Bishop Diaz were received today 
(Suturday) by President Calles. before 
wliom they protested against auch 
charges. They declared that the espis- 
copate, with its docttiné And exam- 
ple, préeachee respect for the govern- 
ment and has never attempted to bring 
about foreign intervention in qiiés- 
tions exclusively pettaining to the 
Mexican family. , 

“The intérview with the presiden' 
es truly satisfactory, different phases 
of the religious situation ing 
made clea: by the exchange of 
impressions.
